Bids will be opened Jan u ary 19 
In the Los Angeles office of the 
S tate Division of Highways for the 
construction of a n . overpass and 
traffic interchange, located a t In­ 
dian Avenue on U. S. Highway

net, about three miles north of 
P alm Springs, it was announced 
by Clyde V. Kane, district engineer 
S tate Division of Highways in San 
B ernardino.

THE CONTRACTOR WILL be 
allowed about six months to com­ 
plete the work, Kane said. 
The 
early 
accom plishm ent , of 
this project was m ade possible by 
th e cooperation of the R iversi® 
Coohty Board or Supervisors, who 
agreed to close tw o of the three 
potentially dangerous grade cross­ 
ings of the expressw ay, in the G ar­ 
net area, if an overpass would be 
constructed for one of them . The 
o th er two grade crossings have been 
closed. R iverside county has con­ 
tributed financially to this grade 
separation to th e extent of )10,000. 


U. S. «0-70-99 in this area, Is 
presently being constructed to ex­ 
pressw ay standards with the use 
of overpasses being deferred. It is 
expected

road 
construction 
will be com pleted this Spring on 
the portion of this highway which 
extends from 2 3 m iles west of 
G arnet to Thousand Palm s.

WASHINGTON, Oil - A contract 
for what may be the last steam 
locomotives ever to be built in this 
country now is nearing completion, 
according to the General Services 
Administration. 
The Baldwin - Lima - Hamilton 
Corp., Philadelphia, now is in the 
process of delivering 50 steam loco­ 
motives to the goverment of India 
for the Foreign Operations Admin­ 
istration (now under the Interna­ 
tional 
Cooperation 
Administra­ 
tion) with GSA acting as purchas­ 
ing agent. 
Not a single steam locomotive 
had been built in the United States 
since 194%, but a year ago the In­ 
dian government asked industrial 
countries to furnish 
100 of the 
steam-powered giants. India, with 
a lot of coal, is better suited for 
this type of transportation than 
for diesels. 
Fifty of the engines were ordered 
from the United States, 25 from 
Britain and 25 from Japan. India 
also ordered 8,730 freight cars from 
firms in the United States, Britain, 
Japan, France and Austria. Deliv­ 
eries of the equipment to rehabili­ 
tate India's transportation system 
are to be completed in the near 
future. 
A GSA spokesman said the pro­ 
ject m eant a lot of designing and 
redesigning 
before 
construction 
could start because the Indian rail­ 
road is based on British and Euro­ 
pean standards. 
He said it also m eant calling out 
of retirem ent m any of the few re­ 
maining experts on steam locomo­ 
tive construction.

EDITORIALS 


TITULAR HEADS — A fir)e example of a meaning­ 
less title is that accorded defeated presidential candi­ 
dates as being "titular head” of the party. It is a posi­ 
tion w ithout duties nor responsibilities. If the candi­ 
date presumes upon it to lay down party policy, he is 
greeted either with discouraging silence or with a point­ 
ed refusal to follow his lead. 
Yet the term "titular 
head” still persists. 


Adlai Stevenson is, according to this practice, titular 
head of the Democratic party. But the real task of de­ 
termining the party record belongs to its congressional 
members. 
What they do or fail to do speaks more 
loundly than any utterances of the defeated presidential 
candidate. 


Most ex-candidates recongnize ttys. James M. Cox 
and John W. Davis made no attem pts .to speak for the 
Democrats after their defeats. 
Wendell Willkie was a 
Republican spokesman until his overthrow in the 1944 
Wisconsin primary showed th at he no longer had an 
influential party following. Thomas E. Dewey has not 
often been heard from since losing in 1948. 


Stevenson is an apparent exception, but not because 
he has the honorary title of "titular head.” 
Rather 
his influence comes from the fact that he is accorded 
an excellent chance of being the 1956 nominee. 


UNITED NATIONS RADIO — A broadcasting sta­ 
tion which operates 24 hours daily without owning a 
single transm itter, which has famous artists and states­ 
men appearing on its programs as volunteers, and has 
a staff smaller than is used on a single evening show- 
on any U.S. r.ework is genuinely unique. Such is the 
United Nations Radio-Television station. Its main job 
is to furnish programs about the UN" the rebroadcast by 
national or independent stations and networks. 


Though it is not true in America, in many countries 
the sole source of radio news about the UN is this sta­ 
tion. 
So remarkable are the programs that two U.S. 
net’works use them coast-to-coast early in each evening, 
when radio time is at a premium. 


UN radio programs are prepared in 63 languages, and 
are broadcast over leased or donated transm itters. Its 
services blanket the world. Since no station is required 
to use its services, its programs must stand on their 
own merits. Fortunately, the standards are high. 


In addition to live programs, UN Radio maintains a 
large transcription service, which last year sent out 
54,731 discs and tapes for broadcast. It also distributes 
TV kinescopes of UN eventsv 


The UN Radio, which in economy and efficiency 
could well be used as a model for the United States in­ 
formation service, is telling the United Nations story 
all over the world, describing not only th.e political de­ 
bates but the actual struggle th at goes on daily to create 
hope in peoples everywhere.

COST 
OF POLITICAL CAMPAIGNING — The 
m ounting expense of political campaigns on á national 
scale is the biggest problem facing the m ajor political 
parties in making their plans for 1956. 


In 1952 the national committees of the Republican 
and Democratic parties reported spending $17,500,000 
on the presidential campaign. But competent observers 
of th a t campaign estimated that the tost was closer 
to $100,000,000. 
0 
The $100-a-plate dinners held by both parties in met­ 
ropolitan cities raise money, of course, but the amount 
is only a drop in the bucket compared to w hat is re­ 
quired. 


Because of the rising campaign costs, financial com­ 
mittees are having an increasing voice in the selection 
of candidates. No aspirant to office can receive a great­ 
er setback than to have the financial committee rule 
it could not go out »nd raise funds for his campaign. 
In these days, where there is no money, there is no 
campaign. 


The m atter Is of deep concern to Republicans and 
Democrats alike, for they have identical problems. It is 
true th at the Republicans have a financial edge because 
of the Eisenhower adm inistration’s leaning toward big 
business and the big Income minority—but even so, the 
$50,000,000 or more the Republicans will need for the 
1956 campaign isn't growing on trees. 


To encourage public participation in the financial end 
of political campaigns, a bill was introduced in Con­ 
gress this year which would have allowed income tax 
deduction of up to $100 for contributions made by in­ 
dividuals to candidates for federal office. One of these 
days such a bill may be passed. 


Technology in aircraft research, development and 
production has never advanced as rapidly as it is ad­ 
vancing now.

WASHINGTON — Israel will be 
allowed to buy a "limited" quan­ 
tity of U. S. 
arms—under two 
stringent conditions. 
They are: Categoric Israel com­ 
mitments 
to 
(1) 
refrain 
from 
clashes with the Arabs, such as the 
recent one with Syria, and (2) to 
use the American weapons only for 
defensive purposes. 
Secretary of State Dulles will in­ 
form Israel of this decision in the 
near future. 
. Details regarding the amount 
and price of the arm s are still 
undetermined. 
Pentagon authorities have noti­ 
fied Dulles that the weapons de­ 
sired by Israel are available for 
purchase. 
But 
no 
recommendation 
was 
made as to whether they should be 
sold to the country. This silence is 
due to the fact that the view of 
the military was not requested by 
Dulles. 
Israel's list Includes F-86 jet 
fighters, tanks, artillery, and small 
naval vessels to counter the sub­ 
m arines Egypt is getting from Rus­ 
sia. 
Congressional leaders understand 
there is a wide variance between 
the Pentagon's "price tag" on 
these armaments and that of the 
Israeli. The former put a value 
of $50.000.000 on them; the latter, 
around $30,000.000. 
The plan being considered is for 
Israel to buy the weapons under 
the "Reimbursable Section" of the 
Mutual Security Act. 
This provision permits arm s to 
be sold at cost to friendly nations, 
if they agree to use them solely 
for defense and for internal secur­ 
ity purposes. Israel was certified 
for such purchases in 1954, and has 
made a few sm all ones in the past. 
Word has 
also reached con­ 
gressional officials that another ef­ 
fort is underway to persuade Egypt 
to sign a m utual assistance pact 
with the U.S. 
Prem ier N asser has balked at 
doing that, although such an alli­ 
ance would enable him to obtain a 
considerable amount of both mili 
tary and economic aid. In the new 
discussions, Egypt is reportad to 


have been offered $25.000 000 in 
economic and technical assistance. 


NOTE: The Air Force is ready 
to put into operation President Ei­ 
senhower's historic "open sky" dis­ 
arm am ent plan. The Air Force has 
advised the House Armed Services 
Committee that two of the latest 
type jet reconnaissance planes can 
photograph an *rea 2.700 miles 
long and 200 miles wide within 
four hours. The report declares, “A 
meaningful photographic survey of 
the Soviet Union coulil be made in 
less than six m onths." 


TIME-BOMB — President Eisen­ 
hower has received a questionnaire 
that is loaded to the gunwales with 
political TNT. 
It asks a number of blunt ques­ 
tions about "the President's inabil­ 
ity to discharge the powers and 
duties of his office." 
The searching questionnaire was 
sent him. top Administration offi­ 
cials. and a number of congress­ 
ional leaders by a House Judiciary 


Sub-Committee, headed by Repre­ 
sentative Emnuel Celler D.-NY),’ 
Asserted purpose of the group 
is to determine whether legislation 
is needed on this touchy question. 
The Subcommittee decided to 
study the m atter in preparation 
for the coming session, which con­ 
venes January 3. The questionnaire 
was sent out as part of this un­ 
announced move. 
One of the questions indicates 
the Subcommittee isn't sure that 
Congress can legislate on this prob- 
problem.

“Does Congress have the authority 
to enact legislation to resolve any 
of these questions, or will a con­ 
stitutional amendment be neces­ 
sary?"

Also announced by the committee 
is that it is gunning for Attorney 
General Herbert Brownell. 
He has had clashes with Chair­ 
man Cellar and other Committee­ 
men, and has balked at turning 
over various documents demanded 
by them.

Prem ier Ibrahim Hashem restored 
order today to riot-torn Jordan 
with a pledge to let the people de­ 
cide in free elections whether their 
country shall Join the Amrican- 
backed Baghdad pact.

AIR CRASH 


happened in the space of a few 
ticking seconds at 3:46 a.m. EST 
and brought residents in the area 
out of their sleep with two explos­ 
io n s that ripped the plane apart 
'a s it bored Its way through a 
wooded area, spewing flames in its 
path. 
The Civil Aeronautics Adminis­ 
tration began an immediate Inves­ 
tigation of the crash and said it 
was impossible this early to tell 
just what happened. 
John Ingle, manager of the air­ 
line 
in 
Jacksonville, 
said 
the 
charred hull was in perfect lineup 
for an instrument approach to the 
airport and apparently no trouble 
was anticipated. He said the crew 
sent no distress message. 
The plane was an air coach run 
and was two hours late taking off 
from Miami. 
A CAA operator at the airport 
control tower confirmed that the 
plane was coming in for a routine 
landing. 
"It was very simple,” he said 
"The plane was making an ILS 
i n s t r u m e n t 
landing 
stand­ 
ard. Everything was normal from 
a control standpoint." 


THE INSTRUMENT 
LANDING 
was indicated because of low vis­ 
ibility. 
The control tower had talked to 
the plane 90 seconds 
before 
it 
plunged to earth. The pilot was 
given final landing clearance. 
"Then 
we 
observed 
a 
crash 
about one and one half minutes 
after he passed the m arker,” the 
CAA m an said. "We immediately 
started trying to establish radio 
contact. When that failed we sent 
out an emergency crew.” 
The operator said there was a 
300 foot ceiling with one and one 
half miles visibility and a ground 
fog at the time the plane crashed 
and exploded with a noise that was 
heard for miles. 
The shattered aircraft then skid- 
ed almost one-half mile and was 
rent by another explosion. 
The pre-Christmas tragedy was 
the third air disaster to occur in 
the state and brought to 29 the 
number of lives lost. Three others 
were missing. 


FIREM EN AND POLICE con­ 
verged on the scene quickly and 
hosed down the wreckage in a for­ 
lorn effort to get to the blackened 
bodies of the victims.

Clad in robes of purple and gold, 
his Beatitude, the Latin Patriarch 
Alberto Gori will open the service 
in the Church of St. Catherine—an 
ornate modern-looking Bethlehem 
building making up one of a clus­ 
ter of structures comprising the 
Church of the Nativity. 
Preceded by double rows of altar 
boys bearing tall candles, the Ro­ 
man Catholic Patriarch for the 
Holy Land will step slowly out of 
the sacristy. 
A t midnight, great candelabra 
in the church will blaze forth and 
bells in the Tower of the Nativity 
will ring. An image of the Holy In­ 
fant will appear on a high, shining 
altar. As Monsignor Gori takes the 
symbol of the Child in his arm s, 
strains of sacred songs will fill the 
edifice. 


THEN, A SOLEMN procession of 
choir boys, acolytes and priests 
carrying 
flickering 
candles

wind through the church followed 
by high church dignitaries and 
Monsignor Gori bearing the Holy 
Image. 
The figure of the Infant 
Jesus will be borne from the 
Church of St. Catherine into the 
Chapel of St. Jerom e.

labored during his translation of 
the Bible into Latin. 
To climax the Roman Catholic 
services, the procession will move 
carefully down a flight of slippery 
steps into the Grotto of the Nativ­ 
ity, a depression hollowed out of 
rock 20 feet below the choir floor 
where nuns keep watch over the 
spot where Jesus was bom.
